The Nabob will not demand or call Gauzepetty Rauze to an account for 
what he has collected out of the Sircars belonging to the French, nor for the 


computation of his revenues of his own country in the preſent year, but let 


him remain peaceable in it in future, and according to the computation of the 
revenues of his country before the time of the French, agreeable to the cuſtom 
of his grandfather and father, and as was then paid to the Sircar, ſo he will now 
act and pay accordingly to the Sircar, and if he (the Rajah) does not agree to 
it, then the Nabob may do what he pleaſes. In all caſes the Nabob will not 
aſſiſt the enemies of the Engliſh nor give them protection, - 


The Engliſh Company, on their part, will not aſſiſt the Nabob's enemies, 
nor give them protection.

th year of his reign, and the Nabob Auſuph Jau, Nizam ul Mulck, as Soubah 
of the Decan, having, by the ſecond and third articles of the afore-mentioned 
treaty, ceded and ſurrendered by Saneds, under his. Hand and Seal, to the 
Engliſh Eaſt-India Company, for ever, the afore-mentioned five Circars, it is 
now farther acknowledged and agreed, by the ſaid Auſuph Jau, Nizam ul Mulck, 
Soubah of the Decan, that the ſaid Company ſhall enjoy and hold for ever, 


as their right and property, the ſaid five Circars, on the terms hereafter 
mentioned, 


A FECLE 1 


By the afore-mentioned treaty of Hydrabad, it was ſtipulated, that the 
Nabob Auſuph Jau, having given the Circar of Murtezanagur, as a Jaghire, 
to his Brother the Nabob Ummeer, ul Omrah Soujah, ul Mulk Behauder, 
Bazalet Jung, the Company ſhould not take poſſeſſion of the ſaid Circar, till

after the death of Bazalet Jung, or till he broke the friendſhip with the aid 
Company, by raiſing diſturbances in the country of Nizampatam, or the 
Carnatic, and though the Company might juſtly claim a right to take poſſeſſion 
of the ſaid Circar, from the late conduct of Bazalet Jung, yet in conſideration 
of their friendſhip for Auſuph Jau, and his family, and that they may not diſtreſy 
his affairs, by obliging him to provide his brother Bazalet Jung with another 
Jaghire, the Company do agree and conſent, that Bazalet Jung ſtill hold the 
Circar of Murtezanagur, on the aforeſaid conditions, or till it be the pleaſure 
of Auſuph Jau, that the Company ſhould take poſſeſſion thereof, provided that 
the ſaid Bazalet Jung returns immediately to his own country of Adony, and 
neither keeps with, nor receives from Hyder Naigue any Vackeel or correſpon- 
dence, but lives in peace and harmony with the Engliſh- Company, and the 
Nabob Wolau Jau, and gives no protection or aſſiſtance whatever to the ſaid 
Naigue, or any of his people, nor any other enemies of the Company, or the 
Nabob Wolau Jau; but if this article ſhall at any time be infringed, the 
Company ſhall be at liberty, by virtue of this treaty, to take poſſeſſion of, and 
keep the Circar of Murtezanagur, in the ſame manner as the other four, and the 
Nabob Auſuph Jau engages to aſſiſt them therein with his troops, if neceſſary,

The fort of Condapillee, with its Jaghire, ſhall for ever hereafter remain in 
poſſeſſion of the Engliſh Company, and be garriſoned with their troops, under

ARTICLE I. 


That all hoſtilities ſhall immediately ceaſe on the concluſion of this treaty, 
which is to be perpetual, or as long as the Company may exiſt, that peace and 
friendſhip ſhall take place between the contracting parties (particularly in- 
cluding therein the Rajah of Tanjore, the Malavar Ram Rajah, and Morari 
Row, who are friends and allies to the Carnatic Payen Gaut) alſo all others, 
the friends and allies of the contracting parties, provided they do not become 
the aggreſſors, againſt either of them, but if they are aggreſſors, they are not 
to be aſſiſted by either party.

take ſuch care of the King's highways, that the travellers and paſſengers may paſs 
and repaſs, without fear or moleſtation. That (which God forbid) if the effects 

of any perſon be plundered or ſtolen, we diſcover and produce the robbers or 
thieves, together with the goods, and deliver the goods to the owners, and the 
criminals to condign puniſhment, or elſe that we ourſelves be reſponſible for 
the ſaid goods. That we take eſpecial care that no one be guilty of any crime, 
or drunkenneſs, within the limits of our Zemindarry. I hat, after the expira- 
tion of the year, we take a diſcharge according to cuſtom, and that we deliver 
the accounts of our Zemindarry, agreeable to the ſtated forms every year, into 
the Duftercana of the Circar, and that we refrain from demanding the articles 
forbidden by the Imperial Court (the aſylum of the world.) For this reaſon we 
have given this writing as a Muchulca and agreement, that upon any occaſion 
recourſe may be had thereto.

Whereas the Right Honourable Robert Lord Clive, Baron Clive, of Plaſſe, 
Knight Companion 6f the Moſt Honoutable Order of the Bath, Major General 
and Commander of the Forces, Prefident of the Council, and Governor of Fort 
William, and of all the ſettlements belonging to the United Company of Mer 
chants of England, Trading to the Eaſt-Indies, in the provinces of Bengal, Bala, 
and Oriſſa; and John Carnac, Eſq; Brigadier General, Colonel in the ſervice of 
the ſaid Company, and Commanding Officer of their Forces, upon the Bengal 
eſtabliſhment, are inveſted with full and ample powers, on the behalf of hi 
Excellency, the Nabob Nudjum ul Dowla, Soubahdar of Bengal, Bahar, and 

Oriſſa; and likewiſe on the behalf of the United Company of Merchants of 
England, Trading to the Eaſt-Indies, to negotiate, ſettle, and finally to con 
clude a firm and laſting peace with his Highneſs, the Nabob Shujah ul Don 
Vizicr of the Empire: Be it known, to all thoſe to whom it may or ſhall in | 
any manner belong, that the above-named Plenipotentiaries have agreed upon 
the following Articles with his Highneſs.

grant thera the Dewannee of Bengal, &c. do engage themſelves to be ſecurity 
for the regular payment of the fame: It ſhall be paid month by month, from 
the tactory at Fatna, to Rajah Shitabroy, or whomſoever his Majeſty may 
think proper to nominate, that 1t may be forwarded by him to the court: But

Having been informed, that the Right Worſhipful William Andrew Price, 
Eſq; Governor-General for the Engliſh nation, in the gulph of Perſia, is 
arrived with power to ſettle a factory at Buſhire, and has left Mr. Benjamin 
Jervis reſident, who, by directions from the ſaid Governor-General, has ſent 
unto me Mr. Thomas Durnford, and Stephen Hermit, linguiſt, to obtain a 
Grant of their ancient privileges, in theſe Kingdoms, 1 do, of my free-will and 
great friendſhip for the Engliſh nation, grant unto the ſaid Governor-General,
